The 
occasion was much like Mary 
herself, Warm and simple, with 
on silver tongs for her lemon 
slices, The official! words came 
from Mayor Antoinette Bram 
who presented her with the city’s 
proclamation. Mary, visibly 
touched, said thank you. 

Al Herling describes the Lin- 
stroms as “Greenbelt’s answer to 
the Kennedy family.” Many of 
the elements are there. Large 
Catholic family, closely knit, 
bound together by the strong 
moral fibre of the matriarch. 
But there is nothing strident 
or domineering about Mary. She 
is gentle, soft spoken, affection- 
ate, cognizant of her Kentucky 
roots.

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Greenbelt East Development 
Gets Okay for Gatehouse

It was another quiet meeting as the Greenbelt City 
Council moved quickly through its agenda with a minimum 


of debate and few divided votes. 


The agenda-included ap- 


proval for a private developer to install a gatehouse in a 
city right-of-way, agreement that the city should adopt a 
noise ordinance, board appointments and approval of a 
contract and a grant application. 


English Country Manor 

The developers of English 
Country Manor were given a 
right of entry to Space Court, 
permitting them to install a gate- 
house and decorative paving in 
the right of way, and essentially 
to treat the road as a private 
access road. In exchange, the 
development will be responsible 
for maintenance costs and liabili- 
ties. 


English Country Manor, on 
property previously known as 
Greenbrook Manor, is a proposed 
“private community” of 252 con- 
dominium apartments and 22 
townhouses to be built by the 
Foundation Rea] Estate south of 
Hunting Ridge adjacent to the 
Beltway. 


Noise Ordinance 


Council directed staff to pre- 


pare legislation adopting the 
county noise ordinance as a city 
law. According to City Solicitor 
Robert Manzi, there is no clear 
judicial ruling on whether mu- 
nicipal police officers can write 
tickets for infractions of county 
law, By adopting the county law, 
council hopes to give Greenbelt 
officers more power to dea] with 
excessive noise complaints.

Open Space 

Council approved a list of 
projects for which it will apply 
for state Program Open Space 
funding, Director of Planning 
and Community Development 
Celia Wilson reported that the 
city is unlikely to receive more 
than $65,000. 


County Tricentennial 

Robert Crawley, Chairman of 
the Historic Preservation Com- 
mission of Prince Georges Coun- 
ty, made a brief presentation to 
council urging the city to install 
historic signs in the Center as 
part of the county’s Tricentennial 


celebration in 1996. He showed 
slides of the type of sign he 
recommends — three-sided on a 
steel stand with laminated plas- 
tic over the information. He sug- 
gested that the city, at its own 
expense, place two signs at a 
cost of roughly $1500 each. 


‘At its last meeting, council 
approved the appointment of one 
resident to the County Tricen- 
tennial Commission, Betty Allen 
was later selected for this post. 


Parkway Reconstruction 


A contract for $12,500 was 
awarded to United Design Engi- 
neers for engineering work re- 
lated to the reconstruction of 
the road surface, curb and gut- 
ter and sidewalks and for exam- 
ining strategies for increasing 
the number of parking spaces. 
The work is expected to be done 
during the 1995 fiscal year, which 
begins July 1. 


Bus Route in Jeopardy 


Eliminate one of the three bus 
routes that runs through Green- 
belt—that is Metro’s latest pro- 
posal, The part of the C2 bus 
route that starts at Roosevelt 
Center Mall and ‘heads west 
through University Square, 
Charlestowne, down Greenbelt 
Road, through Beltway Plaza, 
and to the Greenbelt Metro sta- 
tion would be eliminated. This 
would mean loss of the only 
direct bus route from the city 
to the University of Maryland. 
as well as no bus service west 
of Southway. 


The rest of the route, from 
the Greenbelt Metro — station, 
through the University of Mary- 
land, and west to the Wheaton 
Metro station, would be retained. 


The Greenbelt City Council 
wil] discuss the issue on Monday, 
March 14. 


A public hearing on changes 
to this and 14 other bus routes 
in Montgomery County will be 
held on Thursday, March 24 at 
7 p.m. at the Stella B. Werner

Murder Will Out 


I must take issue with the 
letter written by J. L. Chisholm 
(“insensitivity”) in the March 3 
News Review, inasmuch as it 
purports to deseribe the recent 
mystery play, “Rehearsal For 
Murder,” put on by the Greenbelt 
Arts Center. In the first place, 
“Rehearsal” was not merely “a 
play about violence,” nor was 
there any murder by firearms. 
as the letter seems to imply, on 
or off stage. The play, in fact, 
concerned tne efforts of a play- 
wright to discover who killed his 
fiancee, Rather than glorifying 
killing, this play showed a mur- 
derer getting caught and handed 
over to the police—without vic- 
ience—through the efforts of the 
victim’s friends. The message? 
Murder will out. and crime does 
not pay. 

Secondly, murder mysteries 
have been a staple of literature 
end the newspapers for a long 
time, Surely Mr. or Ms. Chisho'm 
does not suggest that a reader 
of Agatha Christie novels is pro- 
moting violence, or that the 
Washington Post or News Re- 
view should not report crime? 

I have no idea whether Mr. or 
Ms. Chisholm has lost 2 friend 
cr family member to violence; I 
hope not. However. being a vic- 
tim of violence does not entitle 
a person to assume that others” 
lives have not been affected by 
similar tragedies. That is an in- 
dividual’s private business, not 
a subject for insensitive specula- 
tion in the local paper.

PG School Board Adopts 
Snow Make-Up Dates 


The Prince Georges County 
Board of Education adopted a 
plan at its February 17 meeting 
to make up school days lost due 
to the recent string of extreme- 
ly bad weather. 

In addition to using President’s 
Day on Monday, February 21— 
originally a holiday—the sScnool 
Board will now use June 14, 15, 
and 16 to make up the remaini-.« 
three days. 

Under the plan, recommended 
by Superintendent Edward M. 
Felegy, if additiona] cancella- 
tions arise, days will be added 
on June 17, and if needed, during 
spring break on March 28, 29, 
30, and 31, 

In addition to the Superintend- 
ent’s recommendation, the Schooi 
Board voted to ask the Mary- 
land Department of Education 
to waive the system from making 
up classes on January 20 when 
classes were canceled dne to a 
power emergency affecting the 
Washington metropolitan area. 
If the waiver is granted, then 
students will not have to attend 
on June 16. 

The school system had built 
into the 1993-94 school year 
an additional four days in the 
event of inclement wealther or 
other emergency conditicns, The 
recent rash of ice storms forced 
the system to use these four 
snow days as well as four addi- 
tional] days—droppving the sys- 
tem four days below the sitate- 
mandated 180-day calendar year 
for students.

New Technology Aids 
State Tax Pocessing 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein said a new 
system using advanced scanning 
technology, the only one of its 
kind in the nation used by a rev- 
enue agency, has greatly im- 
proved the state’s service to tax- 
payers. 


By eliminating manual data 
entry of state tax returns (2.25 
million in 1998), said Goldsitein, 
the system has speeded up pro- 
cessing, improved quality con- 
trol, and expanded services. [t 
is also projected to reduce costs 
by $16.4 million over the next 
ten years, 


The system scans handwritten 
as wel] as ‘typed and computer- 
generated tax forms and attach- 
ments. The 15 seanners, work- 
ing two shifts, can enter data 
from 30.000 tax returns and at- 
tached schedules and W-2 forms 
daily. It also allows tax pro- 
eessors to verify information 
read by the scanners as a quality 
eontrol check and to correct er- 
rors electronically. This should 
result in significant reductions in 
delays in issuing refund checks 


for returns with errors. said 
Goldstein. 
Service will improve in an- 


other respect as well: auditors 
and taxpayer assistance person- 
nel will be able to call the tax- 
payer’s form up on a computer 
screen to answer queries or 
generate copies, 


Goldstein said the new system 


is attracting observers from fed- 


eral, state, local and even for- 
eign governments.

provide the rent for apartments 
for homeless families. 

Her humanity serves as a con- 
stant example to her children. 
Instead of exchanging presents 
among themselves this past 
Christmas, the children decided 
to contribute money and gifts 
to a homeless family selected by 
Mary. “She doesn’t just preach 
charity,” daughter Nora asserts, 
“she lives it.” 

Daughter Joan recalls that on 
Halloween while they were grow- 
ing up, the children were allowed 
to keep only a portion of the 
candy they collected. The rest 
was taken to D. C. Village or 
some other place to share with 
others. “You are all very lucky,” 
Mary told her children. “Others 
don’t have as much as you.” 

“When I had my second child,” 
Nora exclaimed, “I looked around 
at all the toys and stuff, ind 
called my mother up on the tele- 
phone, ‘Mom,’ I said, ‘you are a 
saint. I apologized for any grief 
I may have caused her. I know 
I couldnt do what she has done 
in raising nine kids.” Daughter 
Libby agreed. I’d be in St. E’s,” 
she exclaimed. 

Mary prizes her independence. 
When things got too much for 
her at home, she used to threat- 
en the kids. saying she was run- 
ning off to Mexico if they didn’t 
behave. Several years ago, some 
cf the kids tried to reach her 
by telephone. When two days 
went by. they started to worry. 
“Oh, yeah,” said one of the 
daughters, “Mom’s gone to Mexi- 
co.” The others were aghast. She 
actually went! And without tell- 
ing most of them! She didn’t 
fee] the need to consult them, 
and have them tell her all the 
reasons they felt Mexico wouldn’t 
be safe for her, explained Nora. 

Bedrock 


Christopher, the third child 
and second son, calls his mother 
“the bedrock of our lives.” He 
remembers when he was five or 
six years old, he was playing 
checkers with the two oldest, 
Mary and John. He played with 
them all day, but he couldn’t win 
one game. Frustrated and crying, 
he went to his mother who was 
busy making dinner. “I can’t 
win,” he bawled. Mary imme- 
diately stopped what she was do- 
ing. She sat down with him at 
the checker board. “She made 
sure I won,” he says with ob- 
vious admiration. “She always 
knows what is the right thing 
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to do.” 

Christopher attributes Mary’s 
calmness in part to the trage- 
dies of her early life, Her fath- 
er was killed when she was five, 
and her mother died when she 
was seven. She and her two sis- 
ters were raised by an aunt. 
This loss, perhaps, accounts for 
Mary’s attitude toward the birth 
of each child. Christopher says 
Mary told him, when each child 
was born, she said good bye to 
him or her. The child was not 
hers. He or she was an inde- 
pendent being, hers to care for 
curing a brief moment of its 
existence, she told Christopher. 

Her daughter-in-law Wendy 
says she’s around if we need her, 
“but she never intrudes on our 
lives.” Says daughter Joan, “She 
never makes us feel we're re- 
sponsible. for her. Half the time, 
she’s not even there when we call 
her.” Daughter Mary laughingly 
states that the kids were think- 
ing of getting their mother 8 
beeper and car phone so they 
can track her down. 

Role Model 

Joan calls her mother her role 
model. ‘I want her to spend time 
with my daughter teaching her 
how to treat people.” Joan de- 
clares that, in spite of their 
mother’s saintliness, the nine kids 
were not perfect children. Oh 
no! Particularly, when their dad, 
the disciplinarian, was away, the 
kids acted up. A favorite trick 
of the older children was to wrap 
a bunk bed mattress around one 
of the younger ones, tie belts 
around it, and roll the bundle 
down the stairs. On one such 
oceasion, after threatening to 
tel] their faither, or fly off to 
Mexico, the children finally 
calmed down. By the time their 
father arrived home, they were 
angels again. “Mom _ never 
squealed on us,” Joan recounts. 

Well,” recalls Nora, if things 
really got bad, say five straight 
days of torrentia] rain with nine 
kids in the house. Dad would 
send her to Kentucky for awhile 
for a rest.” 

Time Off 

Sunday morning was Mary’s 
time off. according to Christo- 
pher. “Dad would make break- 
fast, Then, all the kids would 
pile into the 52 Chevy and drive 
over to what was Schrom’s Air- 
port where Hunting Ridge Con- 
dominiums are now). “Dad would 
race the car up and down the 
runway. We would press the but- 
tons on the dashboard, pretend-

State Tax Tips 


The state comptroller’s ofifice 
has several reminders and tips 
for residents as they file their 
Maryland tax returns! 


—To have the state complete 
their return, residents may bring 
their completed federal return 
and all W-2 statements to a 
tampayer service office (listed 
on the back of the state tax 
booklet). 

—Remember that the local in- 
come tax rate (60% for Prince 
Georges County) is based upon 
the taxpayers’ place of residence 
—not their place of employment. 

—Because the state will be us- 
ing data imaging equipment, tax- 
payers must round all nares, 
to the nearest dollar and enter 
their figures between the tick 
marks jn the data boxes. 

—A new provision allows mar- 
ried couples to subtract up to 
$1,200 from their taxable income 
(including wage, interest, pen- 
sion and ‘business income). Pre- 
viously the provision only applied 
to wages. 

—The maximum pension exclu- 
sion has been increased to $13,- 
100. Social Security and Railroad 
Retirement benefits are still not 
taxable on the Maryland return. 

—Electronic filing is again 
available. The comptroller’s of- 
fice says that, in 1993, they mail- 
ed refund checks just three days, 
on average, after a valid elec- 
tronie filing.

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The Greenbelt Gardener

More signs of spring have 
burst into bloom. Some of the 
earliest crocus species have 
started blooming in spots around 
the city. The‘ little bright purple 
crocuses seed themselves so they 
ean form large and pretty patch- 
es, such as near 1 Court North- 
way, 14 Parkway, and seversl 
yards along the inner-walkway. 

Small yellow and white cro- 
cuses have also stared blooming 
too, The witch hazel, winter aco- 
nite and snow drops are still 
blo6bming. One patch of the lai- 
ter has bloomed for a month. 

Tf you want to grow some of 
your plants from seed indoors, 
you should start them anytime 
now. Most people consider this 
too much of a bother, but for the 
able and the frugal gardener with 
grow lights or south facing win- 
dows it can be done, 

Most seeds are started indoors 
4-8 weeks before the date of 
the last frcst. That date varies 
widely in our area from late 
April to earliest May, But since 
any frost can kill many plants, 
I am conservative and cons'der 
early May the last frost. So 
counting backwards from then 
puts us less than 8 weeks till 
the last frost. Check the back of 
the seed packets for details. 

The soil is so soaking wet that 
there’s not much yard work that 
ean be done. Remember walking 
on wet soil compacts it and 
then makes growing plants, i- 
cluding grass, in that spot dif- 
ficult if not impossible, With 
care some clean up jobs can be 
done. And remember, the GHI 
spring clean up days are coming 
later in the month: a good time 
to get rid of yard debris. Of 
course you can always call the 
city’s public works (474-8004) 
and they will pick-up your yard 
waste. 


Fifty Years Ago 
School Crowding 


by James Giese 


January, February, 1944 — Al- 
though it was the middle of the 
war and the country was faced 
with shortages, Greenbelters con- 
tinued to look for improvements 
and a future after the war. 

Most seriously needed was a 
new 12-room elementary school 
and a five-room addition to the 
high schoo] to accommodate the 
children living in the defense 
homes oceupied at the beginning 
of the war. Although funds for 
the school improvements had 
been made available, the appro- 
priation was lost because of the 
one-year lag in defense home 
construction. The schoo] couldn’t 
be built until there were chil- 
dren to go to it. Hopefully, the 
school expansions would be done 
by the opening of school in 
the fall. 

Town Councilman Francis J. 
Lastner proposed a plan for post- 
war industrial development along 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. 
Lastner introduced a resolution 
to obtain vermission from the 
Federal] Public Housing Admin- 
istration to offer industrial sites 
after the war (in the area now 
occupied by the Greenbelt Metro 
Station). 

And confident of victory in the 
war, the Town Council approved 
a resolution to create a Victory 
Day Committee consisting of 
council members and Greenbelt 
Legionaires, It was proposed that 
there be a gala reception day 
for the homecoming veterans of 
the war.

Landfill Emissions 


“Landfills in this state are 
no longer going to get a regu- 
latory ride when they pollute 
the air,” Delegate Joan D. Pit- 
kin (D-23) stated when she in- 
troduced legislation designed to 
ensure that air pollutants from 
state landfills will be reduced 
significantly as soon as possible. 

The bill would require Mary- 
land to implement U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) 
regulations controlling landfill 
air emissions within nine months 
of their issuance. Even if EPA 
fails to act, the bill would sub- 
ject all new or expanded land- 
fills to state review and a health 
risk assessment before granting 
them a permit. 

“While we need to continue 
to encourage recycling, landfills 
will remain part of the solid 
waste equation. In Maryland, 
landfills often are located near 
high population areas, and we 
need to protect the public by con- 
trolling their air emissions,” Pit- 
kin said, 

Landfills emit dozen: of vo- 
latile organic compounds (VOCs), 


“which are ozone-forming and of- 


ten toxic air pollutants. These 
compounds include more than 
20 cancer-causing agents. 


According to EPA, total. emis- 
sions of VOCs from landfills in 
1992 are estimated at 283,000 
tons, Maryland has violated fed- 
eral air emissions standards for 
ozone in each of the last 20 
years; emissions from Maryland 
landfills in 1992 were about 2.25 
tons per day. 


EPA estimates that adoption 
of new standards would add only 
$3.00 to $5.00 per household per 
year,

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A Walk-through of Recycling 


Facility Proves Fascinating 


by Alex Barnes 


Have you ever wondered what the county does with 
the refuse that it collects from those yellow recycling bins? 
On the morning of Monday, February 21, a group from 
Greenbelt toured the Prince Georges County Materials Re- 


cycling Facility to find out. 


Ten of us met in the Green- 


belt Lake Parking lot in order to carpool to the facility, 
which is located near the intersection of the Beltway and 
Central Avenue off Ritchie Road. The trip was organized 


by Tracy Vincent, 


Greenbelt’s recycling coordinator; and 


many of the participants were members of the Recycling 


‘Advisory Committee. 

The punpose of the Materials 
Recycling Facility (MRF, pro- 
nounced “Murf’’) is to process 
the refuse collected from the 
county’s curbside recycling bins. 
{ say “refuse” instead of “re- 
cyclables” because not all of 
what is collected from the bins 
is actually recyclable. More on 
this later. Processing the refuse 
involves receiving it into the fa- 
cility, sorting it, and then pre- 
paring it for shipment, The ma- 
terials recycled are aluminum 
cans, steel cans, glass bottles. 
plastic containers of type 1 and 
2 (HDPE and PET). and news- 
paper. The MRF also accepts 
aluminum foil. The aluminum 
foil should be balled up before 
being put into a recycling bin. 

The tour of the MRF was led 
by Dave Helmecki, a county em- 
ployee who oversaw the construc- 
tion of the facility (and a for- 
mer Greenbelt employee). He said 
that the facility cost $6.3 million 
to build and $40 thousand per 
month to operate. Prince Georges 
County owns the building and 
contracts out to New England 


CRInc. to operate the MRF. The. 


MRF has been operating since 


October 1993, It operates Mon- 















day through Saturday, with sort- 
ing starting at 5 a.m. and refuse 
arriving at 8 a.m. Sorting begins 
with the previous day’s deliv- 
eries- Helmecki said that, sort- 
ing at a rate of 200 tons of re- 
fuse per day, they rarely run 
out of refuse to sort. After the 
refuse has been sorted, it is 
prepared for sale, The materials 
may be sold to companies located 
as close as Baltimore, or as far 
away as Korea, 

Helmecki said that they try to 
employ people from the nearby 
neighborhoods to work at the 
MRF. There are 12 sorters. three 
supervisors. and one office work- 
er. According to Helmecki, the 
sorters are hired by CRInc. 
through a hiring agency. Work- 
ers are paid between six and 
seven dollars per hour and re- 
ceive no benefits. Helmecki said 
that only one injury has occurred 
since the MRF began operating. 

Tour Description 

The tour of the facility started 
in the receiving, or tipping. area. 
This room takes up approximate- 
ly one-third of the MRF’s 65 
thousand square feet. The de- 
livery trucks drive into the. tip- 
ping area and ee what hey

have collected from the recy- 
cling bins. The first sorting starts 
in this room, The trucks put the 
newspaper in one pile, and what 
remains in another pile. The re- 
maining refuse is referred to as 
co-mingled. The MRF sorts the 
newspaper and co-mingled refuse 
on alternate days. Monday and 
Wednesday are co-mingled sort 
days, Tuesday and Thursday are 
newspaper sort days, and Friday 
is clean-up, 

Since this was Monday, the 
co-mingled refuse was _ being 
sorted. The pile of co-mingled 
refuse appeared as a large pool 
of plastic jugs. Helmecki ex- 
plained this is because the heav- 
ier materials (glass, metal, etc.) 
sink to the bottom of the pile, 
and Prince Georges County citi- 
zens throw away an enormous 
number of those plastic jugs. 
(Unfortunately, manwv people 
leave the lids screwed onto these 
jugs. Helmecki said that it would 
be helpful if people threw away 
the screwed-on lids, since they 
are not recyclable and they make 
it difficult to crush the contain- 
ers.) One person works in this 
room. using a bulldozer to scoop 
up a load of refuse and drop it 
onto a conveyor belt, 

The conveyor belt moves the 
refuse into the next room, where 
tne sorting and preparing for 
shipment is done, This large room 
takes up about 30 thousand 
square feet. Occupying most of 
the room is the sorting machine. 
which looks like a cross between 
a Disney theme park ride and a 
Rube Goldberg invention. The 
first station on the ride is the 
presort area, Here, two people 
remove from the co-mingled re- 
fuse what does not belong. Hel- 


mecki said this could include 
plastic ‘bags, laundry baskets, 
dolls, “. . . you name it.” This 


reporter saw an iron and a gar- 


dl 
a 








den hose removed. After the pre- 
sort, the refuse passes under a 
magnet, where the _ ferrous 
metals, i.e, steel cans, are re- 
moved. Helmecki said they can 
take the metal lids for these 
cans, but these lids should be 
put into the cans. Otherwise, the 
lids move around freely in the 
delivery trucks and find their 
way into the newspaper, 

After the magnet, the refuse 
passes Over a screening machine 
The screening machine shakes 
the refuse. causing the smaller 
cbjects to pass through a screen 
and leaving the glass, plastic and 
aluminum containers to continue 
along the conveyor be't. The next 
station is an ingenious device for 
sevarating glass bottles from the 
plastic and aluminum containers. 
A vertical convevor helt, made 
up of weights hanging like a 
beaded curtain, moves the con- 
tainers down an invlined plane. 
The glass is heavv enough to 
pass throuch the curtain. therehy 
taking a different route than the 
ewhter plastic and aluminum The 
plastic and aluminum containers 
drop off the inclined plane and 
onto a horizontal conveyor belt. 

The method for separating the 
plastic and aluminum containers 
was very fascinating. It was 
called an Eddy current. At the 
end of the conveyor belt there 
were two openings, one further 
from the end than the other. The 
plastic containers rolled off the 
end of the conveyor belt into 
the first opening, The aluminum 
cans, on the other hand, appeared 
to jump from the end of the con- 
veyor belt to the furthest open- 
ing, 

The glass bottles are moved 
to a sorting line, where six peo- 
ple sort the glass by color— 
green, brown and clear. The sort- 
ed glass is then crushed to make 
cullet, and then stored before

The plas- 
tic containers go to another sort- 
ing station where two penle 
separate the HDPE and PET 
plastic types. The plastic, steel 
and aluminum containers are 
compacted into rectangular bales 
that are roughly 46”x26”x32” in 
dimension and held together by 
wire. Helmecki said that it is 
actually better if the plastic, 
steel, and aluminum containers 


are not crushed prior to arriving 

at the MRF. He said that the 

bales are more compact and hold 

together better when ‘the ob- 

jects are not pre-crushed., , 
Now, I wonder what the MRF 
does with the newspaper?
